Hankow Notes to Be Redeemed 


Before T proceed to speak about 
this new institution, let mo say 
just one word about the Hankow 
Central banknotes. The Government 
has undertaken to redeom by a 
bond issue the banknotes issued by 
‘the Central Bank of China as well 
fas the notes issued by the Com- 
missarint of the General Headquar- 
ters, bearing the inscription ‘‘sub- 
sididry notes of the Central Bank.” 
As a matter of fact, the General 
Headquarters has already establish- 
‘ed agencies along the Tsing-Pu Line 
for the redemption of these notes, 
but this task is now to be under 
taken by the Ministry of Finance, 
AS soon as the Government shall 
have completed the sale of the Short 
Term Currency Bonds and the pro- 
coeds deposited with the Central 
Bank, the Central Bank will assume 
full esponsibility for the redemp- 
tion of these notes.

DETAILS OF THE PROJECT 


Out of the welter created by the 
Boxer uprising in 1900 emanated 
the incentive for many a reform 
movement in. China, notably 
amongst which ranks the birth of 
‘modern banking. True, China was 
the originator of banking, the inven- 
tor of bank-notes and bank drafts, 
and she had made use of these in- 
struments centuries before the Oc- 
cident knew about their useful 
fiinetions. China's culture, ‘during 
the Middle Ages, showed ‘forceful 
development whieh, however, slack- 
‘ened in puce as centuries passed 
by,-—until it came to a standstill 
Lethargy in the life of nation is 
tantamount to deterioration. And 
it required all the horrors connected 
‘ith the fanatical uprising of mul- 
titudes of dissatisfied people to put 
respiration into an organism which 
hhad ceased to funetion normally.

f their charters, are endowed with 
“exclusive” rights whieh, by now, 
have apparently been triplicated. 
Not only will tactfal diplomacy be 
needed towards these practical di 
culties, but a well worked out plan 
to prevent economic disturbances 
and financial chaos. Such a pro- 
ject is being earnestly considered. 
‘The articles constituting — the 
Charter of the new Central Bank 
of China are translated here in full 
from the Chineso text. The Char. 
ter has already obtained Govern- 
‘ment sanction on October 6, 1928. 
‘what has to follow shortly, in order 
to complete the regulations by 
which the business policy of the: 
new bank is to be guided, is the 
Statutes containing directions as to 
the inner working, and the, rules 
pertaining to the issuing and han‘ 
ling of banknotes. In the absence 
of full knowledge of these par- 
ticulars it would not be equitable 
to judge too soon of the efficiency 
and completeness of the Charter. 
‘There are, however, certain points 
to which attention might be drawn. 


Contre at Shanghai 


It appears that the principal 
office of the Central Bank of China 
is not to be situated at the eapital, 
Nanking, but instead at the financial 
‘contre, Shanghai—a wise step. No 
‘mention is contained in the Charter 
relative to the exemption of the 
new bank from payment of taxes 
(except land tax). Neither is re- 
ference made to taxation on its 
issue of banknotes, particularly as 
regards exceeding a certain fixed 
limit, No provision has been made 
regarding amalgamation with the 
existing Central Bank of China at 
Canton, and nothing has been said 
‘about the now defunct office at 
Hankow, bearing the same name. 
Article 2 of tne Charter does 
not state into how many shares the 
capital is to be divided; it is also 
not stated whether the shares shall 
be issued to bearer, or inscribed: 
neither is it mentioned whether 
shareholders may be of other than 
Chinese nation: All these de- 
tails will need decision ay soon a8 
private eapital is admitted. 

In Article 7, see. 4, it appears to 
have been omitted to determine whe- 
ther or not private and or govern- 
ment deposits are to bear interest, 
and up to what rate.

‘Those 
who were helped said “The 
money is not theirs: it was 
riven them for us and who 
knows how much they have kept 
for themselves.” Those who 
were refused, because they had 
no need of help, ralled them 
skinflints who refused to give 
away that which cost them no- 
thing. So, giving away money, 
even in needy China, is a disap- 
pointing performance, True, 
nowadays famine relief is only 
given in exchange for work done 
in roadmaking or other useful 
labour, It is a pity we cannot 
adopt some such method in 
Shanghai, for the Charity 
Organization Society could a 
tale unfold that would show 
that it is no less difficult to help 
the beachcombers and wastrels 
of our own nationalities than 
the famine-bitten Chinese. 
“Cold charity,” the saying 
woes, “is bitter bread.” What 
ix needed is the personal touch 
which an institution like the 
Salvation Army can sive. Some- 
thing that will not only feed the 
man’s stomach but will also 
regenerate his mind, and the 
latter ix the harder task of the 
two, The best that can be said 
of the dole, at home. is that it 
is a necessary evil. The 
periment of sending some ei 
thousand unemployed miners to 
reap the Canadian harvest was a 
ified success. and further 
‘elopment of the idea may 
Tead to a partial solution of the 
problem.

PITY FOR THE PONY 





Oct. 31. 
Is there-no means of doing 
something for the wretched 


ponies which draw Chinese hire-| 
jcarriages in Shanghai? Yester- 
day morning the present writer 
saw one most pitiable example 
in Avenue Edward VII. Its 
bones stood out under its skin, 
it was emaciated beyond words 
its coat was drenched with per- 
spiration and long strings of 
foam hung down from its mouth; 
and so, with drooping head, it 
stumbled painfully along drag- 
ging a brougham with two ma- 
foos on the box. It is a crying 
scandal that such a thing should. 
be possible in a city like Shang- 
hai, Yet there was nothing to 
be done. No foreign policeman 
was in sight; even if there had 
been, he could have done no- 
thing, There is no law against 
cruelty to animals. 

‘The ease of ponies in Shang- 

















hai is particularly hard, Stray. 
dogs contrive to forage some 
sort of living, being free. Ducks, 





chickens and pigs often suffer 
cruelly, but at Teast there is an 
end to their sufferings not far 
off, But the Chinese livery 
ble pony drags through long 
ars of interminable misery 
dill usage. As often 
hax no proper quartel 
when his work for the day i 
over, is tied up in a dank 
corner behind his owner’ 
vehicles, with no room to move 
lie down, One dares not 
think what he is given to eat, 
but from the condition of the 
weak, bony creatures that one 
sees struggling along with a 
often containing six or 
more grown people, it must be 
wretched fare indeed. And per-| 
haps this same pony began his 
Shanghai life in races and paper 
hunts, well fed. housed and 
cared for, After two or three 
-< he was deemed past paper- 
hunting—there is no doubt, by 
the way, that many ponies’ are 
discarded years before they need 
‘be—and goes to auction, From. 
then the descent to Avernus is. 
swift indeed. 

There is. as we said. no law 
against cruelty to animals in the 
Chinexe code, so the police are 
powerless and the prosecutions 
‘one remembers in former years 
are no more, Well, this seems 
a suitable case for earnest re- 
presentations to Nanking. There 
are many Chinese who are keen 
riders and lovers of ponies, who 
would lend theit help; and if 
the Society for Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, which still 
exists” though in suspended 
animation, would take the matter: 
up. it should be able to organize 
a largely signed and effective 
ion to Nanking to make the 
necessary addition to the law. 
Alternatively, the Council sti

TAXES IN KIANGSI 





Merchants Unable to Tell from Day to Day How Much They. 
Have to Pay on their Goods: A Booycott Pinally Instituted

rived at in Kiangsi, where from 
‘day to day merchants’ do not know 
what taxes they will have to pay 
jon thelr cargo. 

‘Taxes collected on i

two categories, those collected by 
‘the Nationalist Government and 
‘those collected by the provincial 
‘authorities, Apart from the usual 
Smport slaty collected under treaty 
By the Chinese Maritime Customs, 
the Nationalist extra-treaty taxes 
‘comprise the 24 per cent. Surtax 
‘and certain consolidated taxes on 
tobacco, cigarettes, wine and kero- 
ene, 








‘Transit Pass Exactions 


‘There js also a stamp tax, which 
appenrs to be applied ditferently in 
ferent provinees.. In Kiangsi 
there is. ‘a published "scale of 
Charges for the stamp tax due on 
Sarious documents, which falls 
most. heavily on yeoods shipped. to 
the interior tinder. transit. pass. 
‘On every transit pass stamp tax of 
$150 has to be. paid, A. transit 
Pass may cover a large parcel of 
Eargo valued at many thousands of 
Gollars, where a amall charge. of 
$1.50 oes not amount to much. 
But ie more often covers one or 
4wo enses. of foods, where the 
famount of the $1.50 stamp tax 
Fenches quite ‘an appreciable pro- 
portion of the total value of the 
Sargo. The tax puts dificuties in 
the way of merchants, who wish to 
ship small Lots to. the interior of 
the provines and x0 tends to 
restrict trade, 
But on the whole there is nothing 
sich to complain about in the ns 
Ca ‘anon They are at tenet 
ially notified and. merchants do 
Iknow more or lesy what they have 
to pay, even though there may be 
Considerable latitude for difference 
of opinion as to how the taxes 
Mhould De applied, 


Erratic Provincial Taxation 


For provincial taxation, however, 
the position is far otherwise, No 
official notices are issued defining 
the different taxes enforced, their 
aniount oF to what goods they apply: 
‘The merchant is left to find out by 
‘experience, The taxes change fre- 
quently, They are for ‘the most 
part farmed, which means that the 
‘collection is’ often dishonest. There 
is cope for bargaining aml 
squeeze" is rife. 

At the beginning of October the 
taxes collected on foreign imports 
‘were, more or less, as follows ot 
goods arriving in Kiukiang:—

Special Levies Which Continue 

‘The Dyke tax is supposed to be 
pent on the repair of dykes, but 
tthe ‘tax has now been collected for 
two years and in theory all the 
‘dykes are repaired.

‘The Local Commercial Tax is 
collected for the bonefit ‘of the 
‘Kiukiang Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce, which in 1927 was constrain 
‘edto advance monies on loan to the 
‘troops of the Nationalist Govern- 
ment and which, with the assistance 
‘of the authorities, has hit om this 1:

‘The slave girls are 
erally Lought for domestic ser- 
vice in Chinese houscholds, being 
sold in thelr teens and of course 
they receive no pay for their ser- 
vices, These girls serve thelr mas- 
ters or mistresses until they are: 
grown up and are married, their 
obligation to serve terminating only 
at this stage, The Anti-Mui Tsai 
Society has renewed an attack on 
this form of slavery and intends to| 
petition the Government to enforce 
tho Female Service Ordinance of 
1923, requesting that all owners of| 
v6 girls should register with the 
Sceretary for Chinese Affairs and 
‘also fix the amount of wages to be. 
paid to the mut tsoi. 
On April 14, 1922, the Socrotary 
for Chinese Affaire ‘prohibited the 
Purchase and use of these slave 
Is and at the same time the 
magistrates displayed a 
determination in the imposition of| 
sentences for cruelty to these girls} 
by their owners. ‘The effect was 
that the majority of those who 
possesed mi tsi took precautions 
and showed more consideration to 
them. Unfortunately, the outeome 
was not what the society expected, 
for the system continued, though 
[the treatment of the girls was 
somewhat better than before. The 
Society therefore decided to give 
the owners the opportunity to 
Jabandon their old habits gradually 
‘and at the same time will do its

to carry on along the lines original- 
ly laid down instead 0? working on 
new revelations. ‘The merchants, 
were advised at the same time to 
resume exporting goods. 


Canton Demands Its Own 

However, orders eame in from 
the Canton authorities that the Sur- 
tax Buren was to operate upon th 
lines of the regulations to which 
the merchants had objected, 

Chaos immediately resulted. Tho

the worst winter in generations. 
‘Owing to poverty, the number of 
daily robberies in and around Peking 
ix Ingely on the increase. 

Added to the hardships of the 
ancient capital, drought is causing 
ver? serious famine conditions in 
the surrounding provinces, especially 
in Shansi and Shensi and the newly 
‘eroated province of Suaiyuan, where 
the harvests are less than half 
normal. Several hundred thousand 
persons are already stated to be 
starving and banditry and the exac- 
tions of the soldiers are making 
worse an already serave situation, 
Moreover the winter is setting, in 
earlier than usual, Snow has ale 
ready fallen in Peking and there 
have been heavy falls elsewhere.

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COMMUNIST TRIALS 
IN JAPAN 


Between Four and Five Hundred 
for Hearing Next Year 


Tokyo, Oct. 20, 

‘More than seven months have 
now gone by since the police carried 
‘out their sudden round-up of alleged 
communists in March this year. 
‘Though exact figures are unobtain- 
able, it seems that about 1,000 per~ 
sons in all were arrested on that 
cccasion, though a number of ad- 
ditional ‘arrests have been effected 
since then, Of the total number 
about four or five hundred have 
heen committed for trial, all the 




















remainder having been ’ released 
after examination, The trials will 
probably be held’ carly next year 


four or five main centres. 
‘The majority of those who are 
to he tried are said to be youthful 
“intellectuals,” social theorists of 
the student class, while men of the 
labouring classes are only few in 
number. ‘The authorities appear to 
regard the whole affair in a serious 
ight, but the country at large, now 
that ‘the first excitement is over, is 
inclined to adopt a more lenient 
view and to look on it as bei 
mainly the outcome of youthful in 
discretion, 

‘The vernacular press, which ap- 
pears to reflect the general trend 
Of public opinion in this matter, 
naturally regrets the existence of 
unhealthy social tendencies amongst 
certain sections of the youth of the 
nation, but is inclined to the view 
that @ sound admonition rather 
than severe punishment is 
required in the majority of cases, 
‘though (the press thinks) there are 
probably a certain number of older: 
men who deserve harsher treatment, 


Outcome Uncertain 

What the final outcome will be 
is by no means certain, as the aus 
thorities are very reticent as to 
how much incriminating evidence 
has been discovered and what this 
evidence amounts to, but the fol- 
lowing points have a close bearing 
‘on the whole affair and are worth 
noting:—, 

(1) Aa the arrests were carried 
‘out before the revision of the Peace

4s not to be extended to any of the 
accused, 

(4) ‘Phe authorities are oxercis- 
ing extraordinary precautions in 
order to prevent any untoward event 
fat the time of tho Enthronement, 
and everyone suspected of harbour- 
ing “dangerous thoughts" is, there- 
fore, either to be detained tempor- 
arily or cle watehed with the 
greatest care, 

(5) Owing to the fear of “dan 








gorous thoughts” spreading amongst 
the student classes, the Cabinet 
recently decided to appoint 6% 


student supervisors and 70 ansint-| 
ants to “guide the thoughts” of 
‘youths in the Government colleges 
‘and universities, and sanctioned the 
expenditure of Yen 146,000 for

(6) ‘The majority of those com- 
mitted for trial appear to be guilty 
of nothing more concrete than hold- 
ing advanced social theories. 

(7) Soviet money is said to have 
heen used by some of the alleged 
communists, but the report has 
never been’ confirmed.

JAPAN'S BIG ROAD 
SCHEME 





Plan to Build More Than Three 
‘Thousand Miles 


Tokyo, Oct. 30. 

Japan will build more than 3,600 
miles of national highways through- 
out the country during the next ten 
years, according to the plan just 
completed by .the Home Ministry. 
in accordance with the decision 
reached at the recent Cabinet meet- 
ing which approved the inclusion 
in the budget of an appropriation 
of Yen 6,500,000 as the first instal- 
ment for the roads construction 
Programme. This constitutes one 
Of the so-called positive policies of 
the Tanaka Cabinet, which aims.

construct thousands of miles of 
State and Prefectural highways for

Half the battalion of the Bedfds. 
and Herts Regiment who have

‘with the weather encouraging the 
‘outdoor life, the men spent as much 
time as possible in the open. 


‘The Chibli-Shantung Massacre 


‘They were not allowed outside 
their square of barbed wire, and as 

result their recreations were 
limited. Football, however, there 
was, and despite the heat they in- 
dulged in this pastime of the British 
Tommy to their heart's content. 
Tt was while one of these games 
was in progress that the massacre 
of Chihli-Shantung troops by the 
victorious Nationalists took place. 
‘The soldiers heard the sounds of 
firing which kept up for half an 
hour, Later swarms of fleeing 
soldiers came in their direction and 
they herded together over 1,000 of 
them and saved them from their 
pursuers. The refugees were placed 
in the K.M.A. police barracks until 
they could be disposed of. For this 
the battalion received a special letter 
‘of thanks from the principal Chin- 
ee of the district. 

Boing on the spot they soon learn 
ed details of the massacre. The 
Nationalists had placed numbers of 
surrendered troops in trains, pre- 
sumably intending to send them 

rr to the Fengtien lines. At the 
stations on each side of Linsi the 
trains were stopped and the men in 
them put under fire of machine guns 
specially placed so that they could 
rake the cars. Over 200 were killed 
in this cold blooded manner, and 
tho remainder broke and fled.

VETERINARY WORK 
IN SHANGHAL 


Extension of Premises Occupied 
by Dr. Phil 


of the opening 
new exten- 
jon buildings to his veterinary 
hospital will be of great interest 
to many owners of cats, dogs and 
ponies in Shanghai. 

‘The work of construction has 
‘been going on for several months, 
but now the hospitals for dogs and 
ponies, although all the work ic 
not yet finished, are open and 
animals are already installed in 
the new pens and stall 

Dr. Philipp first set up in Shang- 
hai as a veterinary surgeon in 1925. 
He was only able to secure a small 
place in Avenue Edward VII where 
he could nof keep the animals, but 
could only treat thom during ‘con- 
sulting hours. ‘The troubles in that 
‘year too greatly hindered his work 
and Dr. Philipp almost decided to 
return Home. But he did not, 
and in 1926 found the house and 
garden at 257 Yu Yuen Road, which 
exactly suited his purpose. Here 
he set up with more success and 
behind the house was able to put 
up a small building to contain office, 

ing room, operating room, and 
a few cells for sick dogs and cats, 
ile still leaving room for open 
jr runs for convalescent animal 
Now he has been able to build 
again, alongside the first house, 
and two delightful new buildings 
have been set up. 


Hospital for Dogs 

‘The first inside the blue gates 
facing the road, is the hospital 
for dogs. Here is a waiting room, 
fan operating theatre and office, a 
bathroom, with specially made baths 
for dogs, and indoor cages for 
sick animals with" non-infectious 
diseases. The whole place looks 
fresh and sunny, and the dog's 

‘are all painted white and 
spoless, 

Behind this building is a court- 
yard which will be turned into 
‘more open air peng, the netting 
being specially imported for the 
purpose, and beyond again the 
hospital for ponies, where there 
fare already two animals undergoing 
tredtment. In this building also 
ia the sling for use when treating 
excitable ponies. This building 

all painted in white, and 
has {light and sunny aspect. 


Distemper and Skin Disease 

‘The old building, now there is 
the opportunity, is being thoroughly 
done up and everything repainted. 
Then it will be kept for animals: 
with infectious complaints, one 
half, shut off from the other, for 
animals with skin diseases and the 
‘other for those suffering from 
distemper and the like. 

The building not yet finished is 
a small one near the gate, for 
‘which the plans have just "been 
































































laid out. Tn this will be the bakery, 
for Dr. Philipp makes all his own 
dog biscuits, and is even now 





supplying about 80 Ib. a day about 
the town to dog owners. In this 
building too will be one or two 
cells for animals whose illness have 
not yet been diagnosed, so that 
they can be kept away from either 
the infectious rooms or those wh? 
are merely suffering from minor 
plaints. 

‘At present of course, with the 
builders barely out of ‘the place, 
the grounds look a Kittle bare, and 
‘winter approaching not much 
can be done, but with the spring 
trees will be’ planted and turf 
and the two hospitals wi 
be an ideal home for animals in 
distress, 

Dr. Philipp’s consulting hours at 
the hospital are fram 10 am. to 
12.30 p.m. and 5.30 to 6.20 p.m. on 
week days, and from 10 am. to 
‘noon on Sundays, hours which will 
suit owners who aftend offices and 
others.

Lawyer in the Kiangsu 


Alleged Oppressive 
‘A very important suit has been 
instituted in the Kinngsu  High- 
er Provincial Court “and ‘the 
Min’ -y of Justice by Mr. Whong. 
Sztsi, a well-known local lawyer, 
the defendants in the ease being the 
Shanghai Chinese Bar Association, 
lof the abures of which several articles 
‘were published in the “North-China 
Daily News” recently. Mr. Whong’s 
impeachment is a very lengthy one 
but he does not mince his words and 
it will be interesting to see what 
the outcome will be. 

‘The petitioner, Mr Whong, prays 
for relief against what he describes 
as the unlawful usurpation of power 
and abuse of functions on the’ part 
of the executive and supervisory 
committees of the, Association, for 
an order declaring the:r actions and 
decisions illegal, and for a thorough 
investigation of the whole case.

Shanghai. He started in the kid- 
napping business when quite young, 
JSringing off a few successful deals 
in the Shaohsing area, later trans-| 
ferring his sphere of activities to| 
Nanking, at the time of the first| 
revolution. When the situation be-| 
gan to get too warm for him in 
the present capital, he moved back 
to Shaohsing and drifted eventually| 
down to Canton, where he and his| 
confederates bronght off a number| 
of coups. 
Gang in Low Water 

While in Gunton the leaders of| 
the gang entered a military academy] 
and studied"the art of war. From| 
Canton they came to Shanghai,| 
arriving here in 1928. At that time| 
the gang was only a small one and| 
all were sadly in need of capital. 
‘There were two powerful gangs of| 
robbers operating here. under Little| 
‘Mei and Little Di, and competition 
in the underworld was keen. Siau| 
Koko's gung tried’ their hand at a| 
few armed robberies and by this 
‘means succeeded in getting sufficient| 
money to start on their real busi- 
ness of kidnapping. From then on| 
their power grew, the gang pros- 
ered, and recruits were easy to 
Sind. “One result of this was the 
withdrawal from active kidnapping | 
of Siau Koko himself, and he as-| 
sumed the rile of director from a| 
distance, though keeping an iron 
discipline and contro! over his sub-| 
ordinates here. Many of these sub-| 
ordinates had never met him, and| 
‘only knew of him as the man who| 
Paid the salaries and whose orders 
must be obeyed under pain of sudden| 
death. 

‘The gang was made up of men 
from the same district -and this 
ensured their fidelity to their chief 
Any sign of “blowing the gaff” and 
‘a kidnapper's family was seized, his| 
‘ancestral home burnt, and his child. 
ren killed. This wax incentive 
enough for most of them. 


Fate of a Traitor 


It has since been found out, how- 
ever, that the gang did have its 
traitors. Away back in 1925 the| 
body of a murdered man was found| 
in an alleyway near the Great World, 
‘and until this summer no one had 
identified the man or his murderers. 
When the gang was broken up this 
year, some of the memberx confessed 
to killing this man. He had threa- 
toned to tell the police what he knew, 
if he was not given a bigger share 
‘0 the “profits,” so they invited him 
out for a pleasant evening: in Shang. 
hhai’s principal place of amusement. 
and while he was walking down 
alley, shot him through the bac 
i€ the head. It stopped his tongue! 
and at the same time served as a. 
warning to others, 

Sinu Koko’s gang came under the 
ungent notice of the Settlement 
police in 1925 and good work result- 
tad in the arrest of two of them, who| 
have since paid the extreme penalty. 
In revenge fer this the “Little Elder| 
Brother” ordered the assassination| 
lof the Chinese detective sub-inspeetor| 
responsible for the arrest, and the 
man was shot dead in the central] 
district a few days later.

‘The capture was made a few days 
Inter. By chance the informer heard 
the kidnapper tell the girl thet he 
would return at 1 a.m. next morning. 
Waiting @ few hours the informer 
made his way to the police, and 
when the chief rode up to the house 
that night in his riesha he found an 
unusually Inrge number of coolies 
and loafers in the vicinity, who 
‘quietly apprehended him as he step- 
ped out of the vehicle. There was 
no fight, as he was unarmed, and the 
disguised detectives were given no 
trouble. 


‘The Kidnapper's Story 
He proved a remarkable man, th 
kidnapper. “Treat me properly and| 
T will tell you everything you want, 
to know,” he told them at the sta- 
tion. So they took him to the detec- 
tive's room, gave him tea and cigar- 
ettes, and he talked until 6 o'clock 
in the morning, recounting crime 
after crime, murder after murder, 
‘a cheerful bonhomie which 

was almost. incredible, 
‘When he was tried, the judge 
‘questioned him about his statements, 




















told the police so much. “It 
is all quite true,” he informed the 
judge, and heard his death sentence 
‘with ‘complete indifference. Asked 
what he would like to aay, he made 
fan isteresting excursion’ into the 
philosophy of crime. “You call we 
bad,” he told court, “but I am not 
had really. T am no worse than any 
of these detectives, but T am on 
the wrong side—that is all. ‘They. 
can kill a man and they will not b+ 
charged. If T kill a man Tam ar- 
rested and you are going to shuot 
jme. If T were a detective you 
‘would not shoot me, because I would 
bbe on the right side.” 

He met his death in the same 
spirit. It happened that among his 
admirers he reckoned an old vietivt 
—a man” who had been captured 
‘some time before but who had 
managed to make his escape, This 
man was down nt the execution 
ground when the kidnapper was led 
out to his death. He called to hin 
and the kidnapper recognized him 
with a wave of the hand. The 
erstwhile vietlm had a large bottle 
of a local brand of beer with bim and| 
offered it to the criminal. — Tho| 
kidnapper cheerfully drank it up,| 
tossed the bottle to one side, and| 
‘waved his farewell, A moment| 
Inter he was dead. 


Renewed Activity 


These captures by the police pro- 
ved a severe blow to Siau Koko aud 
during 1926 his gang was not opes 
ting seriously here. In March 127, 
however, he himself came to Shi 
hai with the Nationalist Army. He

Then followed the second of the 
big raids on the gang by the 
police.

The Shanghai Art Club's Bx! 
tion was opened on October 27 by |

The Orchestra's Four Voices 


‘The first of the season's concerts 
for young people was given on Octo- 
ber 26 at the Town Hall. As a mat- 
ter of fact, many elders enjoy these 
concerts, which are carfully. made 
up of bright, tuneful music, while 
the explanatory part is kept ats 
short and simple as possible, 

Yesterday's programme was to 
show how the instrumental choirs of| 
the orchestra are built up. The: 
instruments fall into four main 
groups; 

strings—double bass, ‘cello, viola] 
and violin; 

‘wood wind—contra-bassoon, bat 
soon, English horn, clarinet, oboe, 
flute’ and piccolo or flageolet; 

brass wind—bass tuba, trombone, 
French horn and trumpe' 

pereussion—big drum, 
drums, cymbals, triangles 
military tambourine: 

Just as a choir of voices has four 
parts, bass, tenor, alto and treble, 
so is it with the instrumental choir. 
Seales were then played by each 
choir in turn, showing how they 
start at the lowest C on the piano,| 
and extend over seven octaves,| 
though vf course in the middle of the, 
scales they tend to come together,| 
an instrument of low pitch playing. 
a high note, which will be the same 
as a low note on an instrument of 
higher pitch. After the scales each 
instrumental chotr played a piece 
specially written for it. The} 
lecturer, Mr. 0. M. Green, also 
touched’ on why there are so 
many different instruments in 
an orchestra, Ie said that 
the orchestra was like one great 
voice; but, as it could not speak 
words, it Used instruments of many 
different tones ta express its meat 
ing and convey certain ideas. ‘Thus 
the violin was often compared to 
the human voice. The wood wind 
was specially useful for conveying 
the notion of fields and woods and 
creatures, a flute, for instance, to 
represent. a bird and perhaps a 
bassoon for the lowing of a cow.

Remarkable Display of Chinese 
Manufactured Goods 


‘A crowd of no fewer than 100,000 
persons attended the formal opening 
on November 1 of the National 
Products Exhibition and were 
pleasantly surprised at the excellent 
display of home products on exhibi 
tion. Indeed, everything was said 
to be far above their expectations. 

‘The formal opening was declared 
by Dr. H. H. Kung, Minister of 
Industry, Commerce & Labour, at 
‘a meeting, in the large Kuo-Ho hall, 
wherein there were several thou: 
ands of people, It was utterly im- 
possible, even for those on the plat- 
form, to hear what was being said, 
hence no attempt was made to take 
notes of the speeches, However, 
apart from the address delivered by 
Dr. Kung, speeches were given by 
Dr. Tsai Yuan-pei, Gen, Chiang Kai: 
shek, Mr. 8. U. ‘Zav, Gen, Chang 
Ting-fan and others. 

Preparation has been going on 
for the holding of this exhibition 
for not less than three months and, 
in order that everybody may have 
a chance to sec it, the display will 
continue for two month: 

‘Thé exhibition was conducted 
under the auspices of the Ministry 
‘of Industry, Commerce & Labour 
and the National Government and 
the exhibition ground was the Pu 
‘Yi Benevolent Institute. This place 
faces a new, wide road, known as 
Kuo-Ho (National Products) Road, 
near the Shanghai South Railway 
Station,

to be exceptionally strong machines, 
able to stand a tremendous lot of

in other countries. 

‘The electric fans and exhausts, the 
water pumps and the paper cutting 
machines,—all these attracted con- 
siderable interest, erowds of curious 
Chinese ficeking "round to see how 
thoy worked. ‘The clectrie fans 
were very neatly done and were the 
subject ‘of much favourable com- 
ment,

traffic. 

‘The Asama Maru is 584 ft. in

‘The loading capacity will 
ye 8,000 tons. The height from the 


eel to the top of the mast is 104 
feet, ‘The liner will be equipped 
with Sulzer diesel engines of 20,000 
horse power with four sets of 
engines of eight cylinders for each 
engine, and will be able to develop 
‘a speed of 19 knots.

We have good reason to believe 
that it has definitely been ascer- 
tained that Miss Dorothy Law was| 
murdered and Mr. H. D. Law was 
grievously wounded" by Chinese.

Necilless to say, no witnesses:

‘The evidence, therefore, re- 
mains exactly the xame as at the 
original trial, Despite this fact, the: 
earned Judge has decided to reduep 
the xentence passed against the ac- 
cused from ten years to six month 
‘The reason for this extraordinary, 
decision can doubtless be explained 
at considerable length, but it ean 
seareely have such bearing upon the 
law or the facts in this case. If 
innocent, the accused should have 
been acquitted. If guilty—as the 
learned Judge apparently finds hi 
to be—than a sentence of six 
months is totally inadequate for a 
crime so serious as extortion.

|. Accused originally was sentenced

State Ten Years Old: Sound

Czecho-Slovakia on October 28 
completed the tenth year of her ex- 
istence. Ten years is a very short 
time in the the history of a State, 
yet these ten years have been for 
the republic a period of no mean 
importance. Czecho-Slovakia has 
hhad to justify her claim to national 
independence, she has had to prove 
her statesmanship and she has 
stood the test. To-day, ten years 
after existence, Czecho-Slovakia ap- 
ears to all impartial observers 
well organized State. In fact the 
period of organization of the Stat 
is over, and now Czecho-Slovakia 
is on the way to complete her 
‘economic and financial stabilization, 

Boonomie reconstruction and fin- 
ancial stabilization presuppose a 
stable government, responsible 
political leadership, a people fit te 
govern themselves, and Czecho-Slo- 
vakia possesses all these pre-requis- 
ites of normal political development. 
At the head of the State stands 
Thomas Garrigue Masaryk, a pro- 
sident-philosopher—the ideal of 
Plato's Republic. At the head of 
the government stands A. Svehla, 
the sober-minded and resourceful 
leader of the farmers, while at the 
direction of foreign affairs is Dr. 
Edward Benes, a far-secing states- 
man with a world-wide reputation, 
These are the men who guide the 
destiny of Czecho-Slovaki

OUR PARIS LETTER 


‘Military or Civilian Control 
Over Air Force 





From Our Ows Consesroxnesr 
Paris, Sept. 26. 

‘When the members of the Govern- 
rent agreed to the appointment of 
an Air Minister, to assume the 
functions previously discharged by 
the overworked Minister of Com- 
meree, they must have thought they 
had solved a problem. They now 
find that they have complicated it. 
At present, air navigation in 
France is controlled by three differ- 
fent authorities. ‘There is the civil 
branch, of which the new Minister, 
M. Laurent Eynac, has charge, the 
military branch under the orders of 
the War Minister (M. Painlevé) 
‘and the naval service, under M. 
Georges Leygues, which has always 
maintained an attitude of complete 
independence. 

M, Eynae wants to control all 
three, his argument being that it 
will be impossible for him to in- 
fluence the builders of aeroplanes 
and engines, and encourage them 
te go in for costly experiments, 
if the principal spending depart- 
ments, the Army and Navy, are to 
go on placing their orders without 
reference to him. Complete respon- 
sibility, he points out very justly, 
implies complete authority. 

‘The Navy, through M, Georges 
Leygues, declines to have any in- 
terference with its air service, 
arguing that seaplanes are in re- 
ality water craft provided with 
powers of flight. The War Ofice 
is not quite so uneompromising but 
is very much afraid of civilian 
interference with the air staff. The 
fighting services also maintain their 
right to allow officers and non- 
commissioned officers to make long- 
distance flights, but M. Eynac 
thinks that these attempts often 
do more harm than good and should 
not be undertaken without more 
careful preparation than has been 
the rule in the past. At present 
any ambitious military or naval 
pilot may risk his life snd his 
machine if he can get permission 
from his superiors. The whole 
question has been debated at two 
meetings of the Cabinet but, up 
to the present, without result. 


M. Cheron's Hopeless Task 


One of the numerous Pazis tele- 
phone exchanges has just been fitted 
up on the automatic eystem, which 
will be gradually extended, in the 
course of the next ten yours, to 
the whole of the city.

Still another operator who doubt- 
tess is foremost in the present 
“bull” operations ‘is that popular 
hero of the newspapers, Jesse L. 
Livermore, Wall Street's well known 
“white-haired boy” and though 
record of his ups and downs on 
‘change would make a special ar- 

le in itself, m brief réeumé can 
find few equals. 

‘When not yet 80 Livermore work- 
ed a successful deal in wheat that 
Drought him from obscurity in Bos: 
ton to the highest pinnacle of Wall 
Street’s spectacular plungers and he 
was immediately rated as the fore~ 
most foe of the monied interests in 
the Street. He always works alone 
and seldom lets his right hand know 
what his left is doing. The wheat 
sensation came early in 1906 and 
it was known his bank balance was 
well over $5,000,000. A year Inter 
ho chartered a yacht to’ tour the 
world but only proceeded the length 
of the Atlantic Coast when he came 
to anchor in New Orleans and be- 
came interested in that city's thriv- 
Ing cotton exchange. 

‘The result was that Livermore 
‘came back to New York in a Pull- 
man, the ticket of which was bought. 
‘on borrowed money, according, to 
his atory ax given to the news. 
Papers ard, for a time Wall Street 
‘saw none of him, 

But with the dawn of 1907 he 
detected that all was not well in 
the money market and though he 
hhad no funds of his own he had 
retained the high opinion of the 
brokers through whom he had done 
Dusiness and several advanced him 
money. 

The Street at that time was at 
the top of a “bull” orgy that has 
only been rivalled by the present 
rise in values and he worked 
‘against popular opinion in advocat- 
ing lower prices. On three consecu- 
tive oceasions he saw his slender 
margins wiped away; then with his 
last small stake came the turn and 
he so “rode his Iuck” that. in the 
famous 1907 panic that foflowed he 
emerged again at the top and was. 
1 millionaire many times over. Tt 
is known that on the famous Geto- 
ber 6, Livermore was so much in 
Jcontrol of the market that repre- 

‘ations were made by the house 
Morgan that unless he stopped 
pounding the stock of the Northern 
Pacific “Railroad a panic would 
ensue that would wreck the financial 
structure of the country.

CAN WE ECONOMIZE? 


Costs That Can Be Cut Without 
Loss of Fun 


(Continued from Last Week.) 


In our lgst article we referred 
very briefly to the debateable ques 
tion of the cost ‘of ‘ood and enter- 
tainments for families resident in 
Shanghai, and we propose to ex- 
amine this question in some detail, 
fas we find that it constitutes the 
heaviest item in the budgets which 
we have before us with the possible 
exception of rentals, which usually 
absorb something like 25 per cent. 
of one’s income—an unduly high 
Proportion. 

‘Our lowest figure for marketing, 
butchers, bakers, milk, ete., is Mex. 
'$80 and our highest Mex. $200, and 
it is obvious that between the two 
there must be a medium vhich 
should enable a family to exist 
here, not necessarily in luxury but 
healthily and enjoyably, provided 
always that the lady of the house 














There is no question but that, in 
the budget of $200, much must be 
due to a vast amount of squeeze, 
extravagance or carelessness, be- 
cause if “Mr. A." and his famil 
can live ond thrive on an outlay 
‘of $80, there is no apparent reason 
why Mr. C. should not do likewise 
on a proportionate sum. Hence, we 
venture the opinion that expendi- 
ture under this heading for the 
average family of four oF five per- 
‘sons should not exceed $100 ‘per| 
rionth. i 

An Example of Cutting Dow 

How many such families can say 
that they keep within this limit? 
Of course, as a correspondent 
pointed out in our columns on 
Saturday, it is possible for a single 
individual to exist, but only to 
‘exist, on a very much lower scale: 
than‘any of those which we have 
taken as a basis, but it must be 
remembered that in our firdt article 
we made it clear that we are re- 
ferring only to families in more or 
less senior positions who rightly 
consider themselves entitled to a 
reasonable standard of comfort and 
enjoyment. For these the. soluti 
‘of the marketing question lies in a 
very much more intensive scrutiny 
‘of the daily indents for and prices. 
of necessities than most of us have 
heen accustomed to exercise in the 
past, and we have seen several 
striking examples of saving which 
hhave actually been effected in this 
way only very recontly—savings on 
this item alone which should ‘more 
than negative any increase on our 
general cost of living which may 
Fesult from the new tariff, One bill 
which we have seen has been 
drastically reduced from a monthly 
average, of, Mex. $180 to an avér- 
age of Mex. $110 m a very short 
period, and the family found itself 
living just as well as ever, 

‘What the cook has to say about 
the corresponding reduction in his 
squeeze” “is, of course, another 
matter, 















































Luxuries Overdone 


We touch upon the borders of 
‘some of our little luxuries when we 
refer to entertainments and month- 
ly wine bills, and in this connection 
we hasten to state that we are any- 
thing but prohibitionists. The cus- 
tom of keeping fairly well stock- 
‘ed wine-cupboard is probably more. 
prevalent throughout the East than 
in the West, and hospitable hosts 
are always ready to provide a 
flagon of excellent at any 
time of the day or night, and to 
entertain with a lavishness possible 
only to the wealthiest in Occidenta’ 

: dinners and dances and. 
ir pleasant functions are| 
still being indulged in here to an 
extent permissible only to a pros- 
perous community and, while we 
should be the last to advocate total 
abolition of these amenities, we 
‘assert that they are being overdone 
in the present condition of or 
trade and that a very considerable: 
eduction in the cost of living of an 
‘average European in China is pos- 
sible in this direction. 

Wine 
‘The value of wines annually im 
ported into the Treaty Ports of 
China, as shown in the Customs 
Returns which we have examined, 
reaches a very amazing figure and

their “opposite numbers” in other: 
parts of the world, and that the 
suggestions of debauchery and loose 
living in Shanghai which have been 
made are absolutely bascless, 

We are probably na better and no 
eras than any similar commonity 
elsewhere, 

‘Nevertheless, we feel that the 
pace is too fast and that a halt. 
‘must be called, and called im- 
mediately, if we are to economize 
to an extent that will enable the 
European to meet the competition 
with which he is faced to-day in 
China, 

High-Powered Cars 

‘As we have already said, this 
‘economy must be practised by the 
individual and cannot be enforced 
by any authority, but we would 
mention the fact that an examina- 
tion of motor-ears parked during 
business hours in the Settlement 

wa that several six, and oc- 
casionally eight, eylinder vehicles: 
may be found which must consume 
ordinate amount of gasolene, 

and generally run the owner into 
a very high monthly cost of up- 
keep. We have no objection to ears 
‘of any capacity so long as the own- 
ers think that they can afford a 
luwury of this nature, but we are 
frankly of the opinion that a four- 
cylinder ear driven by the awner is 
good enough for anybody living in 
Shanghai under present cit-

Tao Li the Rule of the Well 
‘Ordered Man 


Receintly the widely read “Shun 
Pao” gave fts readers a homily on 
“right and reason.” English vords 
are spelled out with letters but 
‘Chinese are bailt up of 
symbols. In reading these symbole 
‘one does not, necessarily, think of 
‘the etymology of the component. 
parts any-more than in reading 
English we think of the derivation 
of each separate word. In both 
eases we usually understand the 
‘word in its common oF accepted 
meaning, But oceasionally wo 
analyse the construction of a wont 
in order to get a more accurate 
understanding of the verse in which

‘The Chinese word Mtao”, here 
translated “right,” is weitten “with 
a radical that indicates motion or 
distance.

They therefore took enre that they 
saw all that was good—and there 
juch that is admirable in 
life—and carried back 
with them an abiding impression 
of the friendliness of their nation 
to the great Republic across the 
Pacific. But their stay in Japan 
was, afterall, of very — limited 
dura saw what they 
were meant to see and some things 
that are too obvious to be concealed, 
Nevertheless, the book is but a well 
written record of the _ travellers 
Impressions and is largely taken up 
with deseriptions of Japanese dress, 
food etiquette, and such things as 
strike the neweomer to the island 
Empire, This is not to say that 
the book is not interesting.
